In her divorce petition Mrs. Davis 
alleged indignities and desertion. 

Davis is a trusted employe of the 
Aubuchon-Garneau Candy Co., at 120 
South Fourth street.

In his agswer Davis admits that

permit him to do so. He denies her 
statement that he “sneaked after her” 
when she went to church.

He admits that he gave her only 56 
a week out of his income, but says she 
told him that was all she needed, as she 
had an income of her own. 

Davis still has hopes of a reconcilia- 
tion, like that told of by Carleton in an 
equally famous poem, “Betsy and I’ve 
Made Up,“ written as companion piece 
to “Betsy and I Are Out.”

pierced near the heart by a bullet. He 
died a few moments later in a physi- 
cian’s office. 

Joseph and Morris Sigoloff. aged 10 
and 8, of 2429 Bacon street, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Thursday that they 
believed Frank*Holtman was iooking 
for them with the revolver, as they had 
had several quarrels with him.

Wurdeman Reverses Himself as 
to Punitive Damages in Case 
Against H. S. Priest. 








$25,000 IS AMOUNT ASKED 





Assault on Lawyer by Former 
Jurist Declared by Attorney 
to Have Been “Inhuman.” ’ 


Interest centered Thursiay morning in 
the trial of John A. Giiliam’s $25,000 
damage suit again:t former Federal 
Judge Henry S. Priest, in Judge Wurde- 
man’s court at Clayton, in Gilliam’s ef- 
forts to show Priest’s wealth as a basis 
for punitive damages. ; 

The testimony showed that Priest 
owned more than $100,000 worth of stock 
in the National Bank of Commerce and 
received an annual salary of $35,000 as 
counsel for the United Railways.

by Otto E. Kiser, transfer clerk at the 
bank, and James Adkins, secretary and 
treasurer of the United. Railways. 
Gilliam had tried earlier in the trial 
to introduce this evidence, but Judge 
Wurdeman had ruled that malice had 
not been shown, and that no punitive 
damages therefore could be awarded. 
Thursday morning he reversed himself, 
and said. he would instruct the jury 
that it could find for punitiv. damages, 
in addition to actual, if it saw fit. 
Judge Wurdeman’s instructions were 
taken as imperative, for a verdict for 
actual damages. On the question of 
punitive damages his instructions were 
regarded as favorable to the defendant. 


Pain and Mental Shock. 

As to actual damages, he told the 
jury, they must consider the permanency 
of the injury, the amount paid for medi- 
cal services—shown to. have been $164 
—the pain and mental shock, the hu- 
miliation and mortification. ‘They must 
also consider whether the action of 
Priest was malicious and wanton. 
Words, however, offensive, do not war- 
rant an assauit, he said. 

As considering the question of puni- 
tive damages, the Court said the jury 
should consider the word sspoken by 
Gilliam to Priest. “If you find that he 
had made insulting and insinuating re- 
marks, and that the assault was not 
committed with malice,’’ he said, “you 
may find for the defendant.” The lat- 
ter permission applied to the punitive 
part of the claim only.” 

Lawyer Apologizes. 

George W. Wolff of Gilliam’s coun- 
sel, in ‘the first argument, declare 
that Priest's action in striking Gil- 
liam in’ Judge Muench’s court here 
was “extraordinary, brutal and in- 
human,” an attack by “a strong man 
on a weak one, enfeebled from Iill- 
ness.” Le called Judge Priest a “bar- 
room bully and brawler,” to which 
Priest’s lawyers offered such vigor- 
ous objection that Wolf withdrew 
the term and apologized. 

A. E. 1... Gardner. in Priest's behalf, 
made the jurors smile when he said, 
“I’m tired of this clouding up and 
never raining between lawyers. For 
years and years they've been pretend - 
ing hot anger toward one another in 
the courtroom and then, when the 
trial was over, going to a bar and 
saying to one another, ‘What'll you 
havé, BUI? . It was time for some- 
body to do something. A lawyer has 
the same rights as any other citizen.’

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Investigator’s Chairman Says 
Campaign Manager’s Testi- 
mony Shifts Proof Burden. 


‘EFFORT TO TRACE FUNDS 


E. A. Edmonds Declares He Has 
No Facts as to How Cash 
Was Expended. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 5.—When 
“more testimony was given before the 
senatorial investigating committee today 
that no detailed reports were kept of 
. United States Senator Isaac Stephen- 
pon’s expenditure of $107,793 campaign 
expenses, Senator W. B. Heyburn, the 
chairman, announced a ruling which, it 
is expected, will have an important bear- 
'ing on the conduct of investigation. 

Senator Stephenson is charged with 
bribery in connection with his election 
to the senatorship. E..A. Edmonds, 
his campaign manager on the stand, re- 
iterated his inability to give details of 
just what certain amounts of money, 
paid to individuals, was actually used 
for. 

“Now,” saiq Senator Heyburn, “if 
you were the custodian of Senator 
Stephenson's funds and had charge 
of their disbursements, it seems you 
were the person who was responsible 
* under the law for keeping an account. 
You are supposed to know not only 
certain sums were paid to certain in- 
dividuals, but also you should know 
just what those individuals did with 
the money.” 

Edmonds then went over a list of 


several hundred items where sums, 


ranging from $25 to $3000 had been 
paiq to men, but he said he had no 
record to show what the recipients 
‘ of the money did with it. 

“Well, then,” declared Senator Hey- 
burn, “we wish, whiie you are giving 


en testimony, to call your attention 


to the way in which the United States 
Senate will look upon it. The rule is 
that where charges are officially made 
and no record can be:‘given of funds 
admittedly spent, the presumption is 
that they were wrongful. used and the 
burden of proof is on the person against 
whom the charges are pending.” 

Senator Heyburn’s statement came in 
response to an inquiry from Charles E. 
Littlefield, counsel for Sénator Stephen- 
son, who wanted ta know whether a 
campaign manager could be held guilty 
‘$f he was unable to say in detail what 
was done with money given to others 
. for campaign purposes. 

Senator Sutherland of Utah then cited 
* an item of $2300 which Edmonds gave 
to D. E. Riordan, a former State Sen- 
ator, who was to work for the Stephen- 
pon nomination at the primaries in 1908. 

“Do you mean to say that you gave 
Riordan $2300 without requiring of 
him any statement as to what he did 
with the money and that you did it 
knowing the State law required an 
explanation of any amount, over $5?” 
asked Senator Sutherland. 

“Well, I got no explanation from 
_ Riordan.” 

“You might just as well, then, have 
given out the enffre $107,793 fund 
_ without any detailed report, as re- 
quired by law.” 

Referring to previous investiga- 
tions by the Wisconsin Legislature 
into charges of bribery in the election 
of Stephenson, Edmonds said they 
were conducted for political effect. 
“But,” said Senator Sutherland, “one 
‘report of the Legislative Committee was 
not unfriendly to Senator Stephenson, 
_ and it shows $30,000 was spent for cigars 
and beer. Do you know that $30,000 
actually was spent for cigars and beer?” 

“T don’t know.” 

Lattlefield cross-examined Edmonds to 
phow that the expense of Stephenson’s 
campaign was not excessive, because of 
the keen rivalry between candidates.

‘IS DIVORCED AGAIN 
BUT HE HAS WARD 


Thomas Monroe Turner of New 
| York Is Concentrating Atten- 
tion Upon Young Woman. 





SHE GOES IN FOR SPORTS 





He Directs Affairs of $20,000,- 
-000 Combine and Is Central 
Figure in Romances.

NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—Thomas Mon- 
roe Turner, the “cotton duck king,” 
whose first fife divorced him 19 years 
ago after a sensational trial, has just 
finished another chapter of his exciting 
marital life and a divorce was granted 
to the second Mrs. Turner by Justice 
Jaycox of the Supreme Court, sitting 
in Brooklyn. 


Helen Blair was named as corespond- 
ent in the action just finished and it 
was declared she had lived in the most 
fashionable quarters in New York and 
at leading summer resorts as his wife. 
In spite of this apparent devotion, Helen 
seems to have passed out of Turner's 
affections as completely as did the 
beautiful woman who had caused his 
earlier entanglement. Turner’s entire 
attention at present is concentrated 
upon his ward, Miss Mary Winthrop, 
whose fine kennels and highly bred bull- 
dogs have won her a distinct position in 
that portion of society that goes in for 
sports. , 

The men and women who have en- 
joyed her lavish hospitality at 57 Rem- 
sen street, the costly Turner home, and 
at Shelter Island, her country place, 
have believed her to be a young heir- 
ess, with Turner as her guardian. And 
it is Mkely that this belief is correct, 
since Turner has great wealth and has 
shown overy intention of providing for 
the young woman whose career has 
been in his hands for the last three 
years. Perhaps, say his friends, he will 
not make her wait for wealth by be- 
quest, but will confer it upon her im- 
mediately by marriage now that he is 
again free. 

Resides in Brooklyn. 

Turner is about 55 years old, the oldest 
son of the late J. Spencer Turner, an 
old Knickerbocker descendant, a leading 
spirit in’ New York and Brooklyn s0- 
ciety. The elder Turner built one of 
the finest residences in Brooklyn, which 
is now the property of his son “Tom,” 
who makes his home there and with 
him lives his ward, Miss Winthrop. 

The J. Spencer Trust Co. has offices 
at 8 Worth street, and from there he 
directa not alone this concern, but a 
large part of the affairs of the $20,- 
000,000 cotton duck trust, of which he 
was an organizer, and of which he is 
one of the heaviest stockholders. 
Although she does not’play an actual 
part in the ceurt proceedings, by all 
odds the mest interesting figure in this 
latest escapade of Turner is, the at- 
tractive young woman whose name has 
appeared so often in newspaper accounts 
of “show. dog’’ owners. Invariably she 
was called “The Brooklyn heiress,’’ al- 
theugh her friends who supplied the 
identifying phrases to the sport report- 
ers were always a bit vague as to just 
whem she got her fortune from. 

Mystery Is Cleared. 
Recently, however, the mystery was 
cleared when it was printed, apparently 
with his sanction, that Turner was her 
The ward and the guardian 
supplied pictures of themselves handling 
their dogs and labeled the photographs 
with their self-conferred titles.

The Mrs. Turner who has just obtained 
a divorce was married to Turner in 1893. 
The year before Turner had been di- 
vorced from his first wife, who was 
Mise Emilie Barnes, daughter of A. 8S. 
Barnes, a wealthy book publisher. Tur- 
her had been named as corespondent in 
the divorce suit of James Bloomfield. 
Society Neighbors. 
In spite of the notoriety that Turner 
achieved at the time, Miss Maude May, 
the maiden name of the second wife, 
yielded to his persuasions and slipped 
over to Jersey with him to ‘be married. 
She was a beautiful girl of 18 and the 
élopement created much social excite- 
ment because of the big part Turner 
had been playing in the gossip. 
After. the marriage Turner dropped 
out of public sight. His friends thought 
he had “‘aettled down” and the news- 
papers would have no further chance 
to portray him in romantic roles. But 
after 12 years together, Mrs. Turner left 
him in 1905. 
Efforts to bring them together again 
were Without result and Turner took up 
bis earlier sporting pursuit with dogs, 
guns, yachts and other instruments of 
pleasure.

NEW YORK. Oct. 5,—Theodore 
Roosevelt has an article on “How the 
United States Acquired the Right to 
Dig the Panama Canal” in the current 
number of the Outlook. He discusses 
statements which have been made 
from time to time that he acted in an 
unconstitutional manner and usurped 
authority in connection with the 
Panama project, and he upholds the 
regularity of: the proceedings 
throughout. 

Roosevelt says that his messages 
to Congress set forth in full and in 
detail every essential fact connected 
with the various phases of the ac- 
quisition of the Panama Canal. He 
adds: 

“The simple fact was that when the 
Mmterest of the American people im- 


act shovld be done ard I had the 
power to do it, I gid it, unless it was 
specifically prohibited by law, instead 
of timidly refusing to do it unless I 
could find some provision of law 
which rendered it imperative that I 
should do it. In other words, I gave 
the benefit of the doubt to the people 
of the United States and not to any 
group of bandits, foreign or domestic, 
whose interests happened to be ad- 
verse to those of the people of the 
United States.

“In my judgment, history had 
taught the lesson that the President 
has very great powers, if he chooses 
to exercise those powers; but that if 
he is @ timid or selfish man, afraid 
of responsibility and afraid of risks, 
he can;.of course, manufacture ingeni- 
ous excuses for failure to exercise 
them.

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THE WRIGHTS AGAIN EXPERIMENT. 

It is 11 years since Wilbur and Orville Wright, 
a “pair of harmless lunatics,” experimented with 
flying machines on the North Carolina coast. Now 
it is reported they are going back there to try 
a new machine that will revolutionize the art of 
flying. The new machine, it is said, will hover 
and sustain itself indefinitely. 

Bleven years has brought much knowledge. 
The gasoline engine has been perfected. The air 
is not now a wholly unknown element. Experi- 
ence has taught how the planes should be made. 
But there has. been no radical change in the two 
types of machines we have. They will go forward 
as long. as the propeller drives them. They will 
float, without power, to the earth. They are not 
stable. They turn over for unaccountable rea- 
sons, and they crumple up. 

Apparently the point of highest development 
for such machines has been reached. The 
Wrights, it is said, have a new type. They will 
not be regarded as harmless imbeciles now. The 
most distinguished of all flyers, we look to them 
with hope, if not with confidence, for the per- 
formapce of new wonders. The announcement 
that they have gone to the sand dunes of the 
North Carolina coast to experiment will cause 
the world to turn its eyes there and be attentive 
until we learn wether these two wizards of the 
air have won a new victory, or whether we must 
still be patient.

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SUFFRAGE AND MARRIAGE. 

Long ago the suffragists eliminated the con- 
temptible promise to obey from the marriage 
ceremony. It wasenot only jug-handled but an 
intolerable confession of inferiority. Many wom- 
en—still unmarried—not infected with the virus 
of suffragism abhor the idea of promised obedi- 
ence. 

But the reform marches on. The Boston vdtes- 
for-women contingent proposes to rivet their po- 
litical views to the marriage ritual itself. Hence- 
forth the man who espouses the suffragist must 
espouse the cause also. In the new marriage 
service the mutual vows will obligate each not 
less to love and honor, but to uphold the “po- 
litical views” of the other as well. A further 
agreement is “to settle all marital difficulties 
out of court.” 

Here are two disconcerting provisions. For 
the first time politics becomes an element in the 
domestic relations and there is a reference to di- 
vorce in the ceremony itself. This is where the 
suffragists have gone too far. Human nature 
will doubtless continue to assert itself emotion- 
ally. Suffragism will not make much progress

Why do not the producer and consumer get to- 
gether to reduce the cost of living?

I and many others would 
buy stock.- The middlemen would be put out of 
business and the people would then have to pay 
only about one-half what they-now pay and the 
faymer would make a good living besides. The 
headquarters and the autos will do the business.

These words kindled Abdallah’s heart. 
Every day, when the noontide heat con- 
fined them within the tent, Hafiz re- 
cited to the son of Yusuf a few verses 
of the holy book, and made him repeat 
them after him in turn. In this way, 
by degrees, he taught him the whole 
Koran, beginning, after the .Fat-hah, 
with the short chapters On Men, The 
Daybreak, and The Unity of God, and 
ending with thea long and 0beautiful 
teachings contained in the chapters On 
Women, The Family of Imran, and The 
Cow. The child was like the sands of 
the desert, which drink up the rain 
drops without losing a single one; he 
never wearied of chanting this rhythmic 
prose, as superior to poetry as the 
World of God is to that of men. Day 
and night he repeated these precepts, 
in which eloquence and wisdom are 
strung together like pearls in a neck- 
lace. Whenever a good Mussulman 
‘wished to give a feast to his comrades 
or to pay honors to the tomb of a 
friend, the lame shepherd and his dis- 
ciple were called upon to recite the 
whole Koran or one of its 30 sections. 
Seated on the ground around the master 
and pupil, the Beni Amurs greedily 
drank in the divine words. “God is 
great!”” they exclaimed. ‘Gabriel him- 
self was not more beautiful than this 
young man when he deposited the eter- 
nal revelation in the heart of the Proph-

Hafiz not only taught his nephew the 
text of the Koran, but also repeated 
to him the words of the Prophet which 
have been handed down to us by his 
friends. He taught him the four great 
duties enjoined by God on all who 
would be saved—the five daily prayers, 
the giving of one-fortietn in alms, the 
fast of Ramadan, and the pilgrimage to 
Mecca; and held up to his detestation 
the seven eng sins—the sins ‘which 
beget 700 others, and which destroy the 
soul—idolatry, that crime which God, 
according to His explicit declaration, 
never pardons; murder; the charge of 
adultery falsely brought against an hon- 
est woman; wrong done to orphans; 
usury; flight in an expedition against 
the infidels, and. disobedience to par- 
ents. “Oh, my son,” he exclaimed, at 
the close of each lesson, “thou who, by 
the decree of God, hast been placed 
among the number of those who have 
received the Scriptures, daily repeat 
that divine promise which fs our whole 
strength and comfort here below; ‘Who- 
ever obeyeth God and the apostle, they 
shall be with those unto whom God has 
been gracious, of the prophets, and the 
sincere, and the martyrs, and the right- 
eaus, and these are most excellent com- 
pany. This is bounty from God, and 
from God nothing is hidden!”’ 

In order not te weary Abdallah, Hafiz 
often interspersed his teachings with 
the stories of some of those innumerable 
prophets to whose keeping God confided 
the truth while awaiting the coming of 
Mohammed. Sometimes it was Adam, 
ovr first father, to whom God in His 
goodness taught the name of every liv- 
ing thing on earth. By the command 
of the Lord, these creatures, borne of 
fire, adored man, born of the dust of 
the earth. A single one refused, the un- 
grateful Eblis, urged by his pride to de- 
struction. Unhappily, Adam and Eve 
suffered themselves to be tempted by 
the enemy, and ate of the forbidden 
fruit. To punish their disobedience, God 
drove them from Paradise. Adam was 
flung upon the island of Serendib, where 
his footprints may still be seen, and 
Eve fell at Dijiddah, where she was 
doomed. to live two centuries in soli- 
tude. God, however, at last took pity 
on the unhappy couple, and Gabriel 
again reunited them on Mount Ararat, 
near the miraculous spot where Abra- 
ham and Ishmael were to found the holy 
Cuaaba. 

At another time the cripple would tell 
how God showed Abraham the kingdom 
of heavens and the earth, that he might 
know true science. Reared in the faith 
of his fathers; the son of Azer wor- 
shiped the stars. When the night over- 
shadowed him, he saw a star and cried, 
“This is my Lord!’ but when it set he 
said, “I like not gods which set.’’ And 
when he saw the moon he cried, “This 
is my Lord!” but when he saw it set 
he said, “Verily, if my Lord direct me 
not, I shall become as one of the pecpie 
Who go astray.” And when he saw 
the sun rising he said, “This is my 
Lord; this is the greatest!’ but when h 
saw it set he said, “Oh, my people 
I am clear of your idolatrous worship.’ 
The son of Azer understood that the 
stars scattered through the heavens re- 
vealed a higher hand, as the footprints 
on the sand tell of the traveler that has 
gone before. ? 

Like a true Mussulman, Abraham had 
nw sooner found the true faith than he 
broke all the idols of his people except 
Baal, on whose neck he hung the ax 
with which he had demolished them. 
When the furious Chalaeana asked who 
had treated their gods in such a man- 
ner, “It is Baal,” said Abraham; “ask 
him, and see what he will answer you.”’ 
“An idol cannot speak,” cried the Chal- 
deans; and they said, Thou art an un- 
believer!”’ But who can enlighten those 
who have eyes, yet see not! They are 
blinded by the very lignt of truth. Fu- 
rious at having been discomfited by a 
child, Nimrod, the King of the Chal- 
deans, ordered Abraham to be thrown 
into a fiery furnace. Vain cruelty! 
The Lord Eternal holds the power of 
life and death. By the command of 
God, the fire consumed none but the un- 
believers. For Abraham, the funeral 
pile turned to a verdant meadow, and 
the flames that surrounded him to a 
coo! and refreshing breeze. It is thus 
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us by the Koran and tradition? They 
are more numerous and more beautiful 
than the stars in a summer sky. Hafiz 
told them as he had received them from 
his fathers, and Abdallah repeated them 
with the like ardor and faith. Some- 
times it was of David, the blacksmith 
king, to whom God taught the art of 
fabricating coats of mail to protect the 
faithful; sometimes it was of Solomon, 
under whose dominion the Lord placed 
the winds, the birds and the genii. 
it was of Balkis, the Queen of Sheba, 
when, seated on her throne of gold and 
silver, set with precious stones, she re- 
ceived Solomon’s letter, brought her by 
a bird, kissed the seal, at which Satan 
trembled, and became a Mussulman at 
the voice of the wisest of kings. Or 
it was of the sleeping companions in 
the cavern, who ‘awaited the reign of 
truth 309 years, with their faithful dog, 
El Rakim, crouched at their feet. Or 
it was of the sacred camel brought 
forth from the rock at the prayer of 
Saleh, to confound the unbelief of the 
Talmudites. When did God tire of work- 
ing miracles to succor the faithful? 

Of all these marvelous stories, to 
which the Bedouins never tired of lis- 
tering, the one which Halima oftenest 
asked of her son was that of Job, that 
faithful servant who turned to God in 
the midst of his anguish. In vain his 
wife, weary of seeing him suffer, con- 
sented to worship Eblis to regain their 
lost happiness. Job refused assistance 
from this accursed hand. If he raised 
his body, eaten by worms, on the dung- 
hill, it was to lift to the Lord that 
touching prayer which won pardon from 
God for the wretched sufferer: ‘Verily 
evil hath afflicted me, but thou are the 
most merciful of those who show mer- 
cy’'——beautiful words, which one of the 
faithful alone could utter. 

Hafiz was one of the faithful, but he 
was also a Bedouin, proud of his race— 
a soldier who loved the fray of battle. 
“Think, my son,” he would often say 
to Abdallah, “think of the privileges 
which the prophet has won for us, and 
which we must defend to the death. To 
render our life easy, God has given us 
gardens, living springs of water,. in- 
numerable cattle, the dourah, and the 
palm tree; to render it glorious, He has 
given us a noble pedigree, a country 
that has never been conquered, and a 
liberty that no master has ever pol- 
luted. We are the kings of the desert. 
Our turbans are our diadems, our tents 
are our palaces, our sabers are our ram- 
parts, and God’s own word is our law. 
Your father fell like a martyr on the 
field of battle. Among your ancestors, 
for one who by chance has breathed his 
last under a tent, three have fallen in 
the desert, their lance in their hand. 
They point you the way; they under- 
stood the divine saying, ‘Let them there- 
fore fight for the religion of God who 
part with the present life for that which 
is to come; for whosoever fighteth~for 
the religion of God, whether he be slain 
or be victorious, we will surely give him 
a great reward. The provision of this 
life is but small; but the future shall 
b2 better for him who feareth God.’’ 

Have you seen the warhorse pawing 
the earth and snuffing the wind at the 
sound of the trumpet? Such was Ab- 
dallah when Hafiz talked to him of bat- 
tle: his heart throbbed, his eyes grew 
ayn. and his face flushed. “Oh, God!” 

cried, ‘“‘grant that it may soon be 
my time; permit me to crush the infidel 
and make me worthy of the people 
from which I have sprung!’’

| Solution to Ferryboat Puzzle. 

N regard to that ferryboat problem ag the idea being to show how to 

i get an answer by elementary kindergarten arithmetic we call’ at- 
tention to the fact that when they first met that the combined dis- 

tance is equal to the width of the river, and that the slow boat has gone 
just 720 yards. When both boats land, the distance traveled is, of course, 
twice the width of the river, and when they meet for the second time 
the entire distance traveled must be equal to three times the width of the 
river, so it is ob¢ious that each boat has gone three times as far as when 
they first met and had made but one width. The slow boat had gone 
but 720 yards, so it has now gone three times that distance, viz., 2160 
yards, and has made one trip and 400 yards, therefore all the arithmetic 
we have to do is to subtract 400 yards from 2160 to find that the river is 
1760 yards, just one mile, wide.

‘Judgment for the defendant.” 
This is an unusual motion. -If Judge 
Withrow should grant it, the plaintiff, 
Mrs. Mary Farrington, would have no; 
remedy but an appéal to a higher court. 
Expects Motion for New Trial. 
What. is considered more likely, mM 
view of Judge Withrow’s words, is that 
he. will grant a motion for: the setting 
aside of the verdict and for a new trial. 
Mulvihill said he expected to make such 
a motion as supplementary to his first 
motion. ~* ' 
Judge Withrow told the lawyers the 
matter must be argued within a few 
days,.as he desired to get the matter 
off his hands before being transferred 
to the Four Courts. 
If a new trial is granted, and if the
